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chemical structure. Thus, the class of oligonucleotides should be treated as a species/genus 
rather than as completely separate and distinct nucleic acid sequences. The nucleic acids subject 
to the restriction limitation of 1-10 sequences are unrelated nucleic acids. The oligonucleotides 
that are the subject matter of the claims are a related class of chemical compounds having a 
generic common structural entity.
